Notwithstanding the floods, drought and intense heat these can- 
nas grew right along and bloomed freely until killed by freezing 
weather. Of course we took good care of them. Worked them 
often, v/atered and fertilized the soil. If you have but one bed of 
flowers it should be cannas.

During this period we have carefully tested hundreds of varieties. 
When a new variety appears we buy plants and try them carefully 
by the side of our most valuable kinds and in this way determine 
whether it is better or inferior to what we already have.

How to Plant and Care for Cannas. 

Cannas may be planted in round beds, square beds, rows or 
individual plants. In beds the plants should be from 18 to ^4 
inches apart each way. In single rows the plants will do well it 
not more than 12 to 18 inches apart. For a screen, background or 
hedge 12 inches is far enough apart.

Tramp the fertilizer down so it will look 
smooth. Water sprinkled over this will carry a liquid fertilizer 
down to .the roots. The result will be luxuriant foliage and the 
most brilliant flowers you ever saw. Fresh fertil^er right from 
the barn is as good, or even better, than if older. During dry, hot 
weather water your cannas liberally two or three times a week. D 
this from five to'" eight in the evening so the cannas will get me 
full benefit of the water.

be had from midsummer until frost. A free use of water during 
the season of active growth and particularly as the buds begin to 
show color will be beneficial in producing fine blossoms. In the 
autumn, before freezing, they should be dug up and the tops aL 
lowed to dry down, after which the dry tops, earth and old bulbs 
can be removed. Store in a cool, dry place, secure from frost un- 
til spring. 

For the parlor, church, sick room, funerals, or in fact any- 
where that a beautiful cut flower is needed none is more valuable 
and few equal to the gladiolus. They should be giown in every 
garden.
